Some Chicago daters say 
a four-legged friend can be 
an asset in the game of love

When Anita Murrman and her best buddy hang 
out around the city they attract a lot of attention. 

As Murrman tells it, when the duo walks the 
streets of their shared Lincoln Park ‘hood, guys 
stop them on the sidewalk or even pull over in 
their cars to greet them. The two are constantly 
admired while hanging out at the Nordstrom’s on 
the Magnificent Mile. Even a simple trip to the 
cleaners earns them kudos and occasional freebies, 
she said. 

Murrman, 36, humbly admits that the bulk of 
the compliments come thanks to her friend’s 
“cuteness and friendly expression.” 

Nothing odd about that. A good-looking wing- 
man or woman can be quintessential on the dating 
scene, right? 

Right. But Murrman’s bud just happens to be 
a 14-pound Corgi/Chihuahua mix by the name of 
Kramer. 

“Guys usually stop me and ask me questions 
about the dog like, ‘What kind of dog is that? Do 
you walk him around here often?’ “ said Murrman, 
dropping her voice to imitate her male suitors. 
“When you have a dog, guys have an automatic 
{opening], good or bad.” 

The pet as a pickup tool 

In Murrman’s case, oodles of attention is the 
unintentional effect of being out and about with 
Kramer. 

Other locals and denizens of dog parks from the 
South Loop to Lincoln Park’s Wiggly Field told 
RedEye they’ve experienced the furry phenom- 
enon of pets leading them to friendships and even 
romantic relationships. 

But a local dating expert and some pet owners 
said that pet-working can be taken too far— and 
the results can be unappealing. 

In extreme cases, an Anti-Cruelty Society 
spokeswoman warned, it can be harmful to ani- 
mals’ well-being. 

“We had calls from people one summer, all gen- 
tlemen, asking if they could rent a dog for the day

think, local pet owners and a relationship expert 
said.

“I always say the prettier the girl, the smaller and 
uglier the dog,” Coburn said. “Tbu’ll often see a 
gorgeous woman with something that looks like 
the result of a Gremlin {mating with] a rat.” 

But it’s not the dog’s size that matters, Coburn, 
36, said. 

“People who go out and get certain kinds of 
dogs seem to be trying to follow the hip thing to 
do,” Coburn said. “I am into people who are real. 


because they thought it would attract a female,” 
said Nadine Walmsley vice president of public 
relations for the Anti- Cruelty Society in River 
North. The shelter aims to find permanent homes 
for cats and dogs, so Walmsley was not amused by 
the flood of rental requests. 

‘At first, I thought it was a joke,” Walmsley 
said. “But it became clear they were quite serious. 
Maybe it would have worked, but it certainly isn’t 
fair to the animal.”

“When I go to a dog park, it’s all about Wylie,” 
said Byrne, 37. “He’s like a child, and I have to look 
out for him. Would you do that to a baby if you 
were out? A stranger says you have a cute baby, so 
you go off with that stranger and leave your child 
unattended? It shouldn’t be that different for 
dogs.” 

University Village’s Reniece Wright said she is 
appalled by non-pet owners who are dishonest, in 


no pretense. 

Anita Murrman, 36, of Lincoln Park, recalled 
that when she owned a Black Labrador, athletic 
men were more prone to approach her and the 
larger dog. 

“They would be interested in talking to me 
about the dog or asking me if they could borrow 
him and take him swimming or running,” 
Murrman said of her pet that passed. She 
currently owns Kramer, a Corgi/Chihuahua mix. 
“There was a definite difference, but everyone 
seems to love Kramer.” 

Reniece Wright has said her little dog still 
attracts men, but also some competitive canine- 
related statements. 

“Some guys will tell me my dog is so cute, but 
then say, ‘But my dog would smother your dog,’ or 
‘My dog is tougher,’ “ Wright said. “But they don’t 
often hold that against me.”

“This guy dropped down on his knees and acted 
like he wanted to play with the dog,” Wright, 39, 
said of a recent encounter involving a suitor and 
her toy poodle, Bentli.

After one missed connection, the two talked 
about their dogs and agreed to grab coffee. 

“My dog is so cute; he can’t help but attract 
attention,” Murrman said. “He’s a manly little guy 
He struts down the sidewalk and everyone loves 
him. I’m going to do a video of him walking to 
‘Staying Alive.’”

Crepe expectations

The scene: Before you waste anotlier 
minute agonizing over wliat to wear 
to bruncli, let’s address the potentially 
confusing name of this 4-month-old 
Lincoln Park cafe. 

The word couture is 
meant to apply to the 
attitude— not the 
dress code. The idea 
is to transfer the high- 
end, customized phi- 
losophy behind haute 
couture to the food, 
resulting in freshly prepared and “care- 
fully crafted food, coffee and drinks,” 
according to the menu. 

OK, so the logic is debatable. But 
this much is clear: Tbu can leave the 
Dior in the closet. The twentysome- 
thing Lincoln Park and Lakeview 
crowd that frequents this place isn’t 
about to scoff at your T-shirt and flip- 
flops on a Saturday morning. 

The space is bright and simple, with 
pop art adding splashes of color to an 


otherwise stark white space. Groups 
of more than two or three might have 
a hard time finding seating, but with 
free Wi-Fi and a counter running the 
length of one wall, it’s an ideal spot for 
solo diners— we spotted 
several tapping away 
on their laptops as they 
sipped coffee drinks. 

The cuisine: Tbu’ll find 
a few salads and panini 
on the menu, but let’s 
not kid ourselves. Tbu’re 
here for the crepes. 
With more than 30 on the menu, you 
won’t want for options. Just don’t get 
too excited— it’s easy to go astray 
Our Crepe di Parma ($8.99) was 
typical of our experience. Filled with 
prosciutto, spinach, goat cheese and 
fig preserves, it had all the makings of 
a winner. Then we cut into it. And cut. 
The chewy prosciutto was no match 
for our knives. 

The Italian crepes ($9.55) seemed 
foolproof, touting ripe tomatoes, fresh 




mozzarella, pesto and aged balsamic 
vinaigrette. Except those ripe toma- 
toes were actually over-ripe tomatoes, 
and no amount of pesto and mozza- 
rella could compensate. 

Of the savory crepes we sampled, 
only the Monsterella ($7.50), filled 
with mozzarella, portabellas, bacon 
and sauteed spinach, didn’t leave us 
wishing we were waiting in line with 
the rest of the neighborhood up the 
street at La Creperie. 

Fortunately, sweet crepes are hard 


to mess up. Throw in some Nutella, 
and you’re set. Couture Crepe takes it 
even further with the Snickers Wanna 
Be ($7.95), filled with Nutella and 
peanut butter, drizzled with caramel 
sauce and topped with crunchy whole 
peanuts and chopped chocolate. 

Couture? That depends on your 
definition— but this gooey indulgence 
definitely made us glad we didn’t show 
up in Chanel.

Big question: Can writer-director Jeffrey 
Nachmanoff give “Traitor” more realism 
and common sense than the script he co- 
wrote for “The Day After Tomorrow”? 

Skip it: “Traitor” glances over its most 
interesting ideas, like how Samir is driven 
by his father being killed by terrorists, 
or why some Americans would fear his 

Muslim garb and prayer rituals. There’s a sympathetic, unbiased 
exploration of anti-American perspectives and some genre 
excitement to be had, but the plot holes escalate as quickly as the 
action. 

Bottom line: Even if “Traitor” is a step in the right direction, its 
biggest failure is never allowing Cheadle or the audience to fully 
understand who Samir really is. He blankly slips through the cracks 
in a movie that does little to further the conversation about religious 
disputes or anti-terrorist efforts, matt pais, metromix

If you only know the mango as a smoothie 
ingredient, you’re missing out. 

Besides being luscious, sweet, fragrant and 
full of juice, the mango is a nutritional pow- 
erhouse. The fruit is low in calories and high 
in essential vitamins and antioxidants, and is 
a good source of dietary fiber. 

A ripe mango should give slightly when 
pressed gently with your thumb and should 
give off a slightly sweet aroma. Avoid man- 
goes that feel spongy, as they are likely to be 
overripe or spoiled. 

Mangoes almost always are harvested and 
shipped unripe. To get hard mangoes to ripen 


MANGO-LIME SALSA 

» Flesh of 1 ripe mango, diced (1 V 2 cups) 

» Vs cup finely chopped red onion 
»V4Cup lime juice

quickly, store them in a paper bag at room 
temperature for a few days. Test them daily 
for ripeness so they don’t end up too soft. 

This recipe for mango-lime salsa is simple 
to prepare and combines, sweet, sour, savory 
and spicy flavors. It’s excellent as a topping 
for grilled chicken and pork or as an accom- 
paniment to fish tacos. 

And for an exotic summer dessert try grilled 
mango skewers with toasted coconut. If you 
don’t feel like lighting the grill, the mango 
skewers also can be browned under a broiler. 


GRILLED MANGO SKEWERS WITH 
TOASTED COCONUT 

» Vs cup shredded sweetened coconut 
» 2 ripe mangoes 
» 2 teaspoons canola oil 
» 1 lime, cut into wedges 

Soak eight 10-inch bamboo skewers in water 
for at least 20 minutes. 

Preheat oven to 325 F. Spread coconut on a 
baking sheet. Toast, stirring occasionally, for 5 
minutes or until lightly browned. Set on a rack 
to cool. 

Heat a grill to medium-high. Using a peeler, 
remove the skin from the mangoes. Holding a 
paring knife parallel to the large flat pit, slice the 
flesh away from each side in one solid piece. 

Cut each piece crosswise into V 2 -inch slices. 

Use two skewers for each of the four sets of 
mango slices. Push both skewers through the 
slices, spacing them about 1 inch apart. Brush 
both sides of each set of skewered mango slices 
lightly with oil. 

Grill the mango skewers until browned on 



both sides, about 5 minutes per side. Sprinkle 
each skewer with toasted coconut and serve 
with limes wedges for squeezing over the top.

Tillman recounts 
daughter’s illness

Tears came to the eyes of Bears corner- 
back Charles Tillman Friday at Children’s 
Memorial Hospital in Chicago as he spoke 
about three excruciating months watching 
his infant daughter Tiana struggle for life. 

“Never in a million years would I have 
thought my daughter would have to have 
a heart transplant. The toughest thing I 
battled with was that I knew in order for 
my daughter to live another kid had to die,” 
Tillman said at a news conference with doc- 
tors and coach Lovie Smith. 

After being taken by helicopter to 
Children’s Memorial Hospital in May from 
their Chicago home, Tiana spent three 


months in the hospital suffering from car- 
diomyopathy, an enlargement of the heart 
that prevents proper beating. After receiv- 
ing a heart transplant July 31, Tiana, now 
6 months old, was released to her home 
Monday, Tillman cheerfully announced. 

On Thursday, Tillman told WBBM-AM 
during a sideline interview, “Mentally, it has 
been challenging for me and my family with 
all we’ve had to go through these past three 
months.” 

Tillman missed a portion of the off-sea- 
son workout program and some of training 
camp because of his daughter’s heart trans- 
plant, but he played in all four exhibition 
games.

B JUNEAU, Alaska In two short years, Sarah 
Palin moved from small-town mayor 
with a taste for mooseburgers to the gover- 
nor’s office and now— making history— to 
John McCain’s side as the first female running 
mate on a Republican presidential ticket. 

In turning to her, McCain picked an inde- 
pendent figure in his own mold, one who 
has taken on Alaska’s powerful oil industry 
and, at age 44, is three years younger than 
Democratic presidential nominee Barack 
Obama and a generation younger than 
McCain, 72. 

Palin’s selection was a jaw-dropper, as 
McCain passed over many other better- 
known prospects, some of whom had been 
the subject of intense speculation for weeks 
or months. 

“Holy cow,” said her father. Chuck Heath, 
who got word something was up while driving 






to his remote hunting camp. 

She brings a strong anti-abortion stance to 
the ticket and opposes gay marriage— con- 
stitutionally banned in Alaska before her 
time— but exercised a veto that essentially 
granted benefits to gay state employees and 
their partners. 

“She knows where she comes from, and she 
knows who she works for,” McCain said in 
introducing her to an Ohio rally “She stands 
up for what’s right, and she doesn’t let anyone 
tell her to sit down.” He said: “She’s exactly 
who I need.” 

Said Palin: “I didn’t get into government to 
do the safe and easy things. A ship in harbor is 
safe, but that’s not why the ship is built.” 

Palin lives in Wasilla, a town of 6,500 about 
30 miles north of Anchorage, with her hus- 
band, Todd, a blue-collar North Slope oil 
worker who won the 2007 Iron Dog, a 1,900- 
mile snowmobile race. He is part Yup’ik 
Eskimo. The two have spent summers fish- 
ing commercially for salmon, an enterprise 
that once left her with broken fingers aboard 
their boat. 

Typically seen walking the Capitol halls in 
black or red power suits while reading text 
messages on Blackberry screens in each hand, 
Palin made a recent appearance in fashion 
magazine Vogue. 

‘At first, they had me in a bunch of furs,” 
she said of the photo shoot. “Yeah, I have 
furs on my wall, but I don’t wear furs. I had 
to show them my bunny boots and my North 
Face clothing.”
